Russian technicians accidentally touched 
off a massive nuclear blast when they stupidly 
tried to disarm an intercontinental ballistic 
missile with a hammer, a hacksaw and an ice 
pick! 

At least 3,000 soldiers, scientists and support personnel 
were killed when the 20-megaton warhead exploded at 8:23 a.m. 
on October 5. But experts say millions of innocent people would 
have been vaporized if the acci dent had occurred in or near a 
major city instead of 
an isolated military 
post. 

"This accident is more than 
a tragedy, it's an outrage that 
ought to scare the pants off 



every man, woman and child 
on the planet," declared Ger- 
man weapons expert Martin 
Kappel, one of 25 western in- 
vestigators who has been al- 
lowed to visit the site. 

"The Russians clearly didn't 



know what they were doing 
and might very well have 
launched the warhead instead 
of setting it off. This could have 
been a disaster of the first 
magnitude," he continued. 
"The Russians don't want to

admit it, but my sources have 
confirmed that the missile was 
aimed at New York." 

News reports have been 
surprisingly abbreviated in the 
western press. But accounts of 
the incident that appeared in 
Russian newspapers said the 
drama unfolded when a team 
of nine poorly trained techni- 
cians were ordered to disarm 
the warhead with nothing more 
than a claw hammer, a hack- 
saw and an ice pick. 

Nobody knows what hap- 
pened after the technicians 
were lowered into the missile 
silo at the central Siberian site. 
Experts say the men probably 
tried to pry the metal casing 
off the warhead's detonator, 
setting the 20-megaton bomb 
off. 

"Russian record keeping 
isn't the best but it is beUeved 
that as many as 3,000 soldiers 
and support personnel per- 
ished in the blast," said Kap- 
pel. 

"It might sound trite," he 
added. "But they never knew 
what hit them." 

Fears that radiation re- 



leased in the blast would en- 
danger cities in Russia and Eu- 
rope were largely alleviated 
when prevailing winds pushed 
the mushroom cloud north of 
Siberia over the Arctic Circle. 

Small amounts of radiation 
will eventually be deposited 
over most of the planet. But it 
is not expected to cause wide- 
spread death or sickness, ex- 
perts said. 

The Russian military de- 
clined to discuss the disaster 
with western reporters but did 
issue a terse statement ac- 
knowledging the blast. It went 
on to say that western officials, 
including President George 
Bush, have been briefed and 
will be kept abreast of develop- 
ments. 

"The Cold War may be over 
but the danger of nuclear holo- 
caust isn't," said one highly- 
placed Pentagon source. "If the 
Russians accidentally launch 
missiles at the United States 
all hell will break loose. 

"Just because they are no 
longer our sworn enemies 
doesn't mean we wouldn't re- 
taliate."

CIVIL WAR FOUND ALIVE!

A 2-year-old girl and 5-year-old boy found 
wandering across a battlefleld in Gettysburg, 
Pa., with blood dripping off their hands al- 
most certainly traveled to 1992 
through a time warp that snatched 
them out of the year 1863 — at the 
height of the Civil War! 

Psychiatrists who examined John and 
Mary Games after the FBI took them into 
custody say there is little doubt that the 
children "were born in and belong to the 
19th century, 130 years in the past." or. canton 

The experts went on to say that the brother and sister 
are terribly frightened and disoriented. But they are convinced 
that they are young and healthy enough to adjust to the 20th 
century and lead normal lives 
when their psychological break 
from the past is complete. 

"I never thought I would 
hear myself talk like this but 
these children do not belong to 
the present, they belong to the 
past, and a time warp is the 
only way to explain how they 
got here," FBI psychiatrist 
Robert Canton said in a report 
that was leaked to newsmen in 
Washington, where the chil- 
dren have been taken for ob- 
servation. 

"I used to think I knew 
what space and time were all 
about," he added. "All I know 
now is that I don't know any- 
thing. This is the damnedest 
thing I've ever seen." 

According to the FBI re- 
port, the mind-boggling drama 
allegedly unfolded when an off- 
duty policeman spotted the 
children — who were dressed 
in Civil War-era clothing — 
walking across the historic 
battlefield at Gettysburg on

October 2. The officer as- 
sumed that they were the vic- 
tims of abandonment or abuse 
and delivered them to juvenile 
authorities to be interviewed 
and evaluated. 

Three days later the au- 
thorities asked the FBI for as- 
sistance. And in a report that 
has left the psychiatric com- 
munity reeling, Dr Canton 
concluded that the brother 
and sister are suffering "se- 
vere psychological trauma 



consistent with a sudden or vi 
olent displacement in setting. 

"And the setting in ques- 
tion," he added, "is our own 
past. 

"These children may be dis- 
turbed but they are sane and I 
am convinced that they have 
told us nothing but the truth 
during our evaluations," said 
the expert. 

"The little girl has a limited 
vocabulary because of her ten- 
der age, of course, but the boy 
speaks clearly and intelligent- 
ly and has been especially 
helpful. 

"He identifies his mother 
and father as P'mily and Jason 
Games and says they were 
hurt when Union and Confed- 
erate soldiers engaged in bat- 
tle on his family's farm. 

"He believes the year to be 
1863, when the Battle of Get- 
tysburg took place, and though 
he is unsure of the date, he 
thinks the month is July. 

"Oddly enough, there is a 
Jason Carnes listed in 19th 
century historical records. Ac- 
cording to those records, he 
married Emily Baker in 1857, 
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FBI AGENTS took these pho- 
tos of Mary Carnes, 2, above 
and her brother John, 5, 
right, who were found wan- 
dering on on old battlefield. 

had a son named John in 1858. 
and a daughter named Mary in 
1861. 

"The record also shows that 
Carnes owned a farm near 
Gettysburg and that he and 
Emily Carnes were caught in a 
crossfire and perished during 
the battle that was fought 
there in 1863. 

"The couple's children were 
also reported killed but their 
bodies were never found. 



That's where this notion of a 
time warp comes in. Their 
bodies may not have been 
found because somehow, some 
way, the children wound up 
here with the blood of their 
parents dripping off their 
hands." 

Dr Canton didn't say what 
will become of the children but 
acknowledged that months of 
therapy lie ahead of them. The 
FBI declined to comment.

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UFOs made headlines in 1884 — 19 years 
before Wright brothers' first flight!

UFOs were widely reported in U.S. 
newspapers even in the two decades be- 
fore the Wright brothers flew, two leading 
experts reveal. 

"That historic flight took place in 1903 — yet there 
are several well-documented UFO cases the 1880s 
and '90s, 



said UFO socie- 
ty official Lorita Green. 

"Since airplanes were 
not flying before the 
Wright brothers, these 
sightings could not possi- 
bly have been of Earth air- 
craft. 

"The conclusion is ines- 
capable — space aliens 
have been exploring the 



Earth since before the turn of 
the century." 

Here are some examples of 
the pre-airplane UFOs, collect- 
ed by Green and Hayden 
Hewes, director of the interna- 
tional UFO bureau: 

June 6, 1884: Nebraska 
rancher John Ellis and three 
ranch hands saw a blazing, me- 
tallic cigar-shaped UFO slam 



into the ground. Racing to the 
site, they found an array of 
metal fragments resembling 
machinery. 

A heavy rainstorm forced the 
men to leave the scene. When 
they returned after the storm, 
the UFO debris was gone. 

The men estimated the craft 
to be SO to 60 feet long and 10 
to 12 feet in diameter. Details 
of the crash were reported in 
the Nebraska Daily State 
Journal after it happened. 

March-April 1897: The New 
York Sun and Herald reported 
bright UFOs were spotted over 
Chicago, Omaha, Denver and 
Kansas City, Mo. Stopping oc- 
casionally, the cigar-shaped 



aircraft scanned the ground 
with searchUghts, as if explor- 
ing our planet's surface. 

Incredibly at 6 a.m. on April 
17, a UFO crashed into a wind- 
mill tower in Aurora, Texas, 
and was demolished. "The Dai- 
las Morning News reported 
that the mutilated body of an 
alien pilot was recovered and 
buried in an unmarked grave. 

March 1899: G O. Scott of 
Tonto Basin, Ariz., reported 
sighting a luminous object in 
the sky flying across the disk of 
the moon. 

"These could not have been 
aircraft mistaken for UFOs — 
because the airplane had not 
yet been invented," says Hewes.

But although she married, 
started a family and worked al 
a satisfying job, the shadow of 
past horrors darkened her life.

husband, Ray Brown. "I just 
think she reached the point 
where she just gave up.

Her fall was 
broken when she slammed into 
a ledge before hitting the wa- 
ter She swam with a shattered 
pelvis to the edge of the water 
and hid herself from her at- 
tackers until the two men left. 

Then for 10 agonizing hours 
she inched her way up a steep, 
gravel-covered rock slide to 
the road above, where a pass- 
ing motorist eventually res- 
cued her 

Rebecca's two attackers, 
Ronald Kennedy and Jerry 




Jenkins, were arrested and 
convicted of first-degree mur- 
der, rape and assault. They 
were given life sentences, but 
Rebecca was terrified that they 
would one day be paroled or 



escape. These fears — along 
with her lasting grief over los- 
ing Amy — tormented Rebecca 
in the weeks before her death. 
And many believe they led her 
to suicide. "She had night- 



mares every day that they 
would get out, nightmares 
about her sister," said Rebec- 
ca's mother, Toni Case. 

"Part of her died when her 
sister died."

ADOPTION NIGHTMARE! 



By JULIA Mcknight

Loving parents Keith and Sharon 
Kramer were thrilled when they adopted 
3-year-old Paul — but nine months later 
their dream was shattered when they re- 
alized they were living with the Kid from 
Hell. 

"He lied. He stole. He even tried to strangle 
the neighbor's child," said soft-spoken mom 
Sharon, who with her husband now lives in Col- 
mar, Pa. They have taken legal action against 
the California adoption agency who they l>elieve 
knew Paul's past was a formula for disaster. 

Today, Paul is 16 and has a long history of 
abrupt mood swings and bizarre, violent activity. 
"He set fires, hurt animals, tried to commit suicide 
in the third grade," his mom explained. "By the time 
he was in the sixth grade, life was a 24-hour roller 
coaster. 

"Once Paul claimed black- 
outs from hitting his head in a 
public pool. Strangers called 
an ambulance, just as they did 
a few months later, when he 
pretended to be blind on a 
public street." 

Years of psychiatric ses- 
sions, medications and stays 
in institutions have exhausted 
the defeated parents' medical 
insurance benefits for Paul. 
The treatment center charges 
a staggering $12,500 a month. 

"We believe we have no 
choice but to proceed with a 
lawsuit" seeking $5 million to 
pay for Paul's treatment plus 
an unspecified amount in dam-

ages, explained his frustrated 
mom. 

"After 13 years, we are ex- 
hausted from bureaucrats 
slamming doors in our faces." 

Officials of the San Diego 
County Social Services Depart- 
ment will not talk about Paul's 
case because of confidentiality 
laws. 

But the Kramers maintain 
the agency was aware of Paul's 
background at the time of 
adoption. 

"We told the agency we 
would not be able to care for a 
child with emotional prob- 
lems," Sharon maintains, but 
the eager parents-to-be soon 
fell in love with Paul, present- 



ed as a charming, cherubic 
child. 

In actuality, Paul was the 
offspring of a 14-year-old moth- 
er who, the Kramers now 
maintain, was known as an 
emotionally disturbed alcoholic 
who abused her son. This in- 
formation, provided by county 
officials to Paul's psychiatrists 
early this year led the doctors 
to diagnose him as suffering 
from fetal alcohol syndrome. 

"We tried for years to learn 
more about our son's early 
life," lamented the sad mom. 

"We desperately needed to 
understand why Paul was Paul. 
Maybe, had we known earlier, 
something could have been

done." Currently, the kid, who 
draws pictures of his mom be- 
ing killed and once threatened 
her with a hammer, is in his 
third treatment center where 
caseworkers want him out be- 
cause he has attacked other 
patients, bitten nurses and 
smashed windows. 

Despite all the cruelty and 



horror that Paul represents, he 
still has his parents' undying 
love. "If we'd known when we 
took him what we know today, I 
don't think for a minute we 
would have considered the 
adoption," reflected his fed-up 
mom. "But today, he's our 
child. We love him. And we 
couldn't give him up."

• Michael's great-grcat-grandraother who 
was the daughter of a black plantation servant 
and the crippled white daughter of the planta- 
tion's owner. 

• A schoolteacher who married one of his 
16-ycar-old pupils when he got 
her pregnant — and feared a 
Klu Klux Klan reprisal. 

These are just .some fasci- 
nating facts uncovered about 
the king of pop's family: 

MATTIE DANIEL (1864 
1937) The owner of a Mississip- 
pi plantation was outraged 
when a young black servant got 
his crippled white daughter 
pregnant — and she gave birth 
to a child, Mattie. The young 
mother's family put little Mat- 
tie outside to die — figuring 
starvation and the elements 
would kill the baby.

Soon they 
produced a son Nero. 

Although July was 
a free man, his half- 
breed son was born in- 
to slavery because his 
black mother was a 
slave.

into "Nero Jackson." 

NERO JACKSON (1838 
1934): Nero hated being a 
slave. He told his descendants 
that his white master would 
put the slaves' food into a low 
trough and Nero and the other 
slaves had to get on their 
knees to eat it. 

Once Nero was almost beat- 
en to death for running away. 
Another time his cruel master 
pressed a pair of red hot tongs 
to his nose for trying to flee — 
and he bore the burn scars the 
rest of his life.

Suzie Watkins' 14-year-old son 
was gunned down and decapitat- 
ed, but the bighearted nurse says 
she loves the guy accused of do- 
ing it — and wants to take him 
into her home when he gets out 
of prison! 

"I love Martin — I care about him," 
says Suzie, who lives with her six surviv- 
ing kids in Gibsonton, Fla. "He's always 
looked for someone to care about him 
and that's me. I will always be there for 
him. 

"All religions say you should turn the 
other cheek and forgive. It's not my place to 
judge him. I'd offer him a home — I couldn't 
allow him to stay in prison." 

Suzie's son Jared was a runaway who was 
befriended by his accused killer, Martin 
Welch, 25, a few months before his death. 
The boy was at Martin's house on June 24, 
police say, when he was shot in the head 
while wrestling with Martin over a .22 rifle. 

According to police, Welch and a compan- 
ion panicked and decided to hide the corpse. 
They cut the dead boy's head off and buried 
the body in a vacant lot near Martin's home. 

Then the men carried the head to a dif- 
ferent spot, burned it along with Jared's 
clothes and buried it. 

Cops say Martin and his Mend talked to 
others about what they'd done and before 
long Suzie got a phone call from a neighbor 
reporting rumors that her son was dead. Su- 



zie called police and later that 
day Martin was arrested, con- 
fessed to the crime and led au- 
thorities to the body, police 
say. But the victim's mother 
says she has no hard feelings 
about her son's death.

Here^s good news for Sattm 



F^at people are much less likely to 
suffer violent deaths than thin peo- 
ple, a new study reveals. 

"I find the results startling!" says 
Dr. Kenneth Warner, a medical ex- 
aminer. He said that because 26 per- 
cent of the population is overweight, 
he expected that one out of four vio- 
lent death victims would be fat. 

However, he found that only 10 
percent of those who died violently 
were overweight! 

Dr Warner's study also revealed: 

• Vehicle accidents were the 



most common violent deaths for 
porkers, killing 46, while other acci- 
dents accounted for nine deaths. 

• Suicide took the lives of 22 fat 
folks, compared to 189 skinny peo- 
ple. 

• Murder only claimed 12 over- 
weight people, while 109 thin people 
became murder victims. 

Warner said he doesn't know the 
reasons behind the different violent 
death rates for fat and thin people 
but he speculates that variations in 
lifestyles play a key role. For exam- 



ple, overweight people could be at 
less risk because they aren't as like- 
ly as thin people to engage in dan- 
gerous sports such as sl^diving or 
hot-air ballooning — and young peo- 
ple are less likely to be overweight 
than older people. 

It's also possible that overweight 
people have different social habits. 
Explains Warner: "Maybe they don't 
go to bars as much and therefore 
are less likely to be shot in bars." 

The study covered 726 violent 
death victims. 




intentionally," insists Suzie, 36. 
"My son was trying to take 
that gun — he was suicidal. 
And what happened afterward 
was panic. Martin can't deal 
very well with making deci- 
sions. 

"But Martin is not violent 
and he's not cruel. He's the 
kind of person that took in 
stray dogs and even stray peo- 
ple.

I have no 
fear of him." 

In fact, Suzie feels sorry for 
Martin and is spreading the 
word that Jared's death was 
not his fault. 

"If it hadn't been Martin, it 
would have been someone 
else." she says. "Jared had a 
lot of problems."

The woman who introduced the Valentine's Day 
card to America helped bring romance to millions — but 
she died a lonely spinster. 

She was Esther Howland, the first person to mass-produce 
Valetitine cards in the U.S. — and one of the \

Esther was recently , 



graduated from Mount 
Holyoke College when, 
in 1848, she received a 
lovely Valentine greet- 
ing from England. It 
was sent by a business 
associate of her father, 
a stationer and book- 
seller in Worcester, 
Mass. 

Inspired by the deli- 
cate beauty of the 
card, Esther decided to make 
her own Valentine greetings. 
She convinced her father to or- 
der laces, colored paper and 
other supplies from England, 
and used them to craft a dozen 
elegant cards. 

Esther's brother Allen car- 
ried these samples on a horse- 
and-buggy sales trip through 
New England. 

Because of the painstaking 
care involved in making the 
cards, they were priced be- 
tween $5 and $10. So Esther ex- 
pected her brother to return 
with orders for no more than 
$200 worth of Valentines — and 
was astounded when he came

back with orders for $5,000 
worth. 

Esther then hired some of 
her friends to assist her, and 
set up one of America's early 
assembly lines in a room of 
her parents' home. She de- 
signed the cards, while her as- 
sistants assembled them. 

Eventually Esther's busi- 
ness expanded across the na- 
tion, and racked up annual 
sales over $100,000! 

But Esther retired from her 
business in 1881 to look after 
her ailing father And in 1904, 
the mother of the American 
Valentine died at age 78 — and 
she was still unmarried.

The cancer victim re- 
fused to make an issue of 
his experience, but after he 
died his angry family wrote 
a letter of complaint to the 
hospital.

Armed with a search war- 
rant, investigators went to 
the garage and found tele- 
phone wiretapping devices.

Baxter is being held in 
the Pinellas County Jail on

Bricker said that 
Baxter has been 
married for about 
five years and has 
lived in the neigh- 
borhood for about the same 
length of time.

"What's really scary 
about this guy is that we 
don't know who he is," 
Bricker declared. 

"We can't find a birth- 
place for him.

It really pays to be a good listener 
— because people who listen well get 
more promotions and raises at work, 
experts say. 

"All kinds of research backs up the 
idea that better listeners do better at 
work," says communications professor 
Dr. Andrew Wolvin. 

"They have higher productivity, and 
they get more promotions and raises." 

Education professor Dr. Sara W. 
Lundsteen agreed: "Good listeners 
simply have access to more informa- 
tion on which to base a decision. They 
make better decisions and perform 
better on the job. And because they 
become standouts at work, good lis- 



teners benefit from increased promo- 
tions and raises." 

Here are the experts' tips on how to 
become a better listener: 

f. In addition to giving your full at- 
tention to the person who's speaking, 
indicate you're interested in what's 
being said. Lean toward the speaker, 
nod your head, or encourage him sim- 
ply by saying "yes," "uh-huh" or "I 
see" in a quiet way. 

2. Don't jump in with your own 
comments when the speaker pauses. 
This shows you haven't been listening, 
since you obviously were trying to 
think of something to say. 

"People have a habit of waiting for 



a speaker to take a breath so they can 
leap right into the conversation with a 
statement like: 'Oh yes, that reminds 
me . . .' Rather than listening to the 
other person's message, we want to 
talk about our own story," Wolvin said. 

3. If the subject you're listening to 
is boring, make a game of finding 
ways to use it. For example, you can 
tell yourself: "The next word this per- 
son says could be the most important 
thing I'll hear in my life. How can this 
information be helpful to me?" 

Lundsteen said: "You will be sur- 
prised how interesting a talk can be- 
come when you listen with this atti- 
tude."

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Germans find soaieshi o 
re pair manual — and 
are building a UFO!

German scientists claim 
to have found a UFO re- 
pair manual that will help 
them build a flying saucer 
and master intergalactic 
flight by 1995! 

"Everything we need to 
build a starship is right here 
at our fingertips," astrophysi- 
cist Peter Kramer told report- 
ers at a news conference in 
Frankfurt. 

"This manual contains all 
the blueprints and technical in- 
formation we need to build and 
equip an extremely advanced 
starship of our own. 

"The technology far surpass- 
es anything ever before seen on 
E^rth. But there isn't a doubt in 
ray mind that we can duplicate 
it. We're already conducting 
tests and building components. 

"I don't think I'm being over- 
ly ambitious to predict that 
we'll have a flying prototype no 
later than 1995." 

Kramer refused to say 
where the UFO manual was 
found and actually cut the 
news conference short when 
reporters pressed for copies. 
But a colleague, Dn Hermann 
Kampfer, grudgingly confirmed 
that it was recovered from the 
wreckage of a starship that 
crashed in the Austrian Alps 
earlier this year 

The 850-page manual is in- 
tact, he added, and written in a

mathematical language that 
just about any scientist can un- 
derstand. 

A single page of the manual 
that was obtained from an uni- 
dentified source clearly shows 
the starship's advanced design. 

In spite of that, American 
space authorities remain sharp- 
ly divided in their opinions of 
what the Germans might be 
able to do with the manual. 

While some say that it would 
be virtually impossible to build 
a starship with materials and 
technologies currently available 
to the Germans, others are con- 
vinced that it can be done. 

In fact, one senior NASA 
official warned that the Ger- 



mans might use a UFO as a 
military weapon in a bid to 
take over the world. 

"I'm not saying that I dis- 
trust the Germans, but if they 
pull this thing off and actually 
build a starship, God help us 
all," he said. 

"These people have a long 
history of military aggression 
and when you consider that our 
most sophisticated weapons 
would be powerless against a 
starship, you have to believe 
that they would take advantage. 

"A single starship would give 
them undeniable military supre- 
macy," he added.

That's right. Fblks are snapping up the high-voltage 
creatures as fast as breeders 
make them available, wowing 
their friends with the eerie 
light they shed by hooking up 
to electric lights in the family 
fish tank. 

"They're beautiful — and they 
make great night-lights, too," says 
Abbie Foster, 32, a convenience 
store clerk who keeps three 
electric eels in her Austin, Tex-

as, home. "All you have to do is 
train them to turn on their elec- 
tricity on command and they 
swim up to the tank bulbs and 
zap them. I love to sit in the 
dark and watch the tank glow. 

"They're expensive, but 
worth the price. All my friends 
want one. They're so popular 
now that there's a three-month 
waiting list." 

Pet experts say that several 
varieties of electric eel make 
good pets, but the most spec- 
tacular type — a South Ameri- 
can freshwater fish called elec- 
trophorus electricus — is most 
in demand. A relative of the 



carp, the fish can produce from 
450 to 600 volts of electricity — 
more than enough to light a 
neon bulb. 

The eel, which generates 
electricity from special organs 
in its muscle tissue, uses its 
electric power to paralyze or 
kill prey and to aid in naviga- 
tion. But eel owners say the 
creatures are so loving that 
they never zap their owners. 

"They really are affectionate 
little things," Abbie says. 
"They'll swim right up to the 
side of the tank when they see 
you coming, wiggling their lit- 
tle tails. 

"They're very intelligent. 



I've even trained 
mine to run a lit- 
tle electric foun- 
tain, play elec- 
tric chimes and 
even make sim- 
ple calculations 
on an electric 
adding machine. 

"They really 
have a lot of per- 
sonality. They 
play with one another they cud- 
dle up together — it's great fun 
to watch them." 

The eels are so difficult to 
get right now that they sell for 
$249.99 each — if you're lucky 
enough to get one of them. 
But the good news is that the 
suppliers say the prices are 
sure to come down as breed- 
ers increase the number of 
available pets. 

"My pet shop owner says 
he's expecting a shipment of 75 
eels around Christmas time 
and about twice that number by 
February," says Abbie. 

"A bunch of my friends are 
putting in orders for the ones 
that are left so most of them 
are sold already."

Charlie Brown meets the Red Baron! 



win pM's neiv pal is Hie Ceman

It took two miracles 
for World War II B-17 
pilot Charlie Brown 
and Luftwaffe fighter 
pilot L. Franz Stigler 
to meet and become 
close friends! 

The first miracle was 
when the German air ace 
could have blown Brown's 
crippled bomber into oblivi- 
on in 1943 — and didn't! 

The second miracle was 
that both had survived the war 
and met 46 years later — on 
friendlier terms! 

Since that meeting in 1989, 
the one-time mortal enemies 
have welded a strong friend- 
ship. Now older and mellowed 
by the passing of time, their 
deadly duels in the skies over 
worn-torn Europe are gone, 
but not forgotten. 

It was Dec. 20, 1943, when 
Lt. Charles Brown guided his 
B-17 Ye Olde Pub toward the 
target, a German aircraft fac- 
tory in Bremen. 

Brown, 69, originally from 
Weston, W. Va., and now living 
in Miami, Fla., gave this ac- 
count of his miraculous escape 
from death: 

"Suddenly, the nose of the 
B-17 was mangled by flak. 
Then two of our four engines 



Nazi flier swooped in for 
the l(ill but he decided to 
spore the crippled B-17 



were destroyed. I quickly 
pulled out of formation so we 
wouldn't damage our other 
planes if we exploded. 

"It didn't take long for the 
Germans to pounce on us," 
Brown went on. 

"Eight fighters came at us 
from the front and seven more 
from the rear. And we were in 
no condition to fight them off. 

"I headed straight at one of 
them. I had given up. I really 
didn't think we would get 
through this one. 

"I had the plane in a tight- 
ening circle when I blacked 
out. Our oxygen system had 
been shot up." 

Brown has no recollection of 
the plane's plunge from 25,000 
feet. When he regained con- 
sciousness the crippled B-17 
was 50 feet above the ground. 
Incredibly, Ye Olde Pub was fly- 
ing straight and level — but 
smack over a German airfield! 

And that's when Oberleut- 
nant L. Franz Stigler — on the 
ground reloading his guns — 





STIGLER BROWN 



spotted Brown's mortally 
wounded plane. He leaped into 
his Messerschmidt ME-109 and 
took off in pursuit. 

Eager to score the kill, Sti- 
gler closed in from the rear. 
This is how he described the 
encounter: 

"The B-17 was like a sieve. 
There was blood everywhere. I 
could see the crew trying to 
help their wounded. The tail 
gunner was slumped over his 
gun, his blood streaming down 
its barrel. 

"Through a gaping hole in 
the fuselage, I could see crew- 
men working frantically to save 
a comrade whose leg was

blown off. I thought to myself, 
'How can I shoot something 
like that? It would be like 
shooting a parachute.' 

"When I was flying in North 
Africa, my commander said, 
'You are fighter pilots. If I ever 
hear of you shooting someone 
in a parachute, I'll shoot you 
myself " 

Stigler then flew wingtip to 
wingtip with the crippled 
bomber, close enough for the 
two enemies to see each other 
clearly. 

The German ace escorted 
the struggling B-17 to the 
North Sea. 

Then, to Brown's amaze- 



ment, he saluted, put his plane 
into a crisp roll and flew away, 
allowing Brown to make it back 
to a British airfield. 

Stigler, who was shot down 
17 times, is one of only 1,200 of 
Germany's 30,000 fighter pilots 
to survive the war. 

Originally from Ragansberg, 
Bavaria, he is 77 and now lives' 
in Canada. 

The two old warriors recent- 
ly had a chance to rehash that 
wartime memory when they at- 
tended a ball in Miami, Fla., 
celebrating the 45th anniver- 
sary of the U.S. Air Force as a 
separate branch of the armed 
forces.

Her father, now 60, has ad- 
mitted one charge of incest 
but denies four other charges 
of incest, four of rape, five of 
indecent assault and three 
other sexual offenses involv- 
ing his two daughters.

Bender begged doctors to calm his quea- 
sy innards. But when X-rays revealed 
that there was a foot-long snake in his 
stomach, he panicked. 

"We gave him a CAT scan and we 
could see the snake moving around in- 
side his stomach," the physician said. 
"The thing was definitely alive. We'd 
poke at it and it would react. 

"We told Bender we'd better get the 
snake removed surgically, but he abso 
lately refuses to have an operation be 
cause of his religious beliefs. He has no 
family, so without his permission, we're 
forced to wait until the snake dies and 
then try to get him to pass it by filling 
him full of laxatives." 

Doctors say there still remains the 
possibility that the snake might bite 
Bender's insides before it dies.
